1980, by and between M & G Properties, a general partnership, consisting of 
Harley Graham and Tom Martin, hereinafter referred to as "DEVELOPER," and the 
CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA, an Indiana Municipal Corporation, hereinafter 
referred to as "CITY," 



WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS, DEVELOPER and CITY did enter into a Sewer Extension Agreement on 

April 2, 1980, as recorded by Document #80-010229, and 

WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne Airport' Authority has expressed a desire 

to construct an extension to the sanitary sewer being constructed by this 

document which is described as follows: 

Beginning at a proposed manhole'located 4C+ LF South of and 15+ LF 
West of the intersection of Keller Road and West Perimeter Road, 
thence, Southerly 1600+ LF along a line parallel with Keller Road. 

Said sewer extension shall be 12" in diameter in accordance with plans, specifi¬
